The greatest parade in American history has 
finally come to an end. The Grand Army of the 
Republic has marched off to join the shadows, 
and no matter how long the nation exists there 
will never be anything quite like it again. This 
chapter in our history has been closed. Some- 
thing deeply and fundamentally American is 
gone forever. 

For the Grand Army of the Republic was the 
living link that bound us intimately to the 
great morning of national youth. As long as 
the Army existed—even though it was at last 
embodied in one incredibly old man, who stood 
alone without comrades—the great day of trag- 
edy and of decision was still a part of living

memory. There was an open door into the pi

Taking a look at what we had been, we could 
also glimpse what we must some day be. 
Civil War, the greatest single experience we 
ever had, was both an end and a beginning. 
But when the final handful of dust drifted 
down on Albert Woolson’s casket. and the 
last notes of the bugle hung against the sky, 
the door swung shut. It cannot be reopened. 
In the beginning, of course, the Grand Army 
was simply a collection of old soldiers—very

youthful old soldiers, mostly, for the organi- 
zation was founded in 1866, when the average 
veteran was just ripening into full voting age. 
But eventually, like the Civil War itself, it 
came to mean a great deal more than the men 
who started it ever intended. 

What it originally meant was nothing very 
good. It came into being partly because various 
ex-soldiers wanted to keep alive the comrade- 
ship of army days, but mostly because clever 
politicians realized that great things could be 
done with a solid phalanx of war veterans. In 
no time at all it became an effective action arm 
for the dominant Republican party. 

The Grand Army offered a forum at which

vindictive orators could indulge in “waving 
the bloody shirt,” inviting all patriots who 
revered the heroes of Chickamauga and Gettys- 
burg to maintain high tariffs, keep the carpet- 
s in power and vote steadfastly against 
ates for office who ran under the 
banner of the Democratic party. It fought ve- 
hemently to win pensions, first for disabled 
veterans and at last for all men who had ever 
worn the Union blue. And for two or three 
decades it had prodigious power. 

Along with all of this the Grand Army in its 
carly years was a rowdy, freewheeling vehicle 
for havi ampment 
mm loose for an unre- 
strained assault on the peace and dignity of 

ne host city. The men may have lacked some 
of the appliances familiar to veterans of a 
more mod tion—the electric buzzer 
mounted on the end of a cane, so stimulating 
when applied to the posterior of a total stran- 
ger, had not yet been invented, and the G.A.R. 
seems not to have discovered the trick of drop- 
ping a paper bag full of water from a hotel win- 
dow onto a crowded sidewalk—but the boys 
made out pretty well with the means available. 

‘They had never been distingu 
diers for the strie 
the wartime habit of foraging freely on s 
ern farms and plantation smokehouses hi 
to a rather carefree attitude toward the rights 
of folk not encompassed in the great brother- 
hood of arms. \ G.A.R. encampment usually 
gave the citizens something to remember. 

But the country matured, and so did the 
members of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
and around the turn of the century it began to 
move down the sunset slope. It got away from 
politics and self-interest and devoted itself, 
quite simply, to remembering the war—the 
great days that had been lived, the great thing 
that had been done, the mysterious dedication 
that had enabled hundreds of thousands of 
young men to serve something greater than 
themselves. And at this point a strange change 
took place. 

As the G.A.R.’s political influence died, its 
moral and emotional influence increased. It 
became the keeper of a great tradition, and at 
last it became the tradition itself, the incarna- 
tion of the tragedy and the truth that lay be- 
hind the shadowed years of the 1860s. 

The old age of the Grand Army must have 
been rather lonely. The Grand Army belonged 
to a simple, unsophisticated time, and as sim- 
plicity departed and sophistication arrived it 
moved in something like a vacuum. Its home

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was the small town, the Odd Fellows Hall and 
the village park, the shaded cemetery with 
faded little flags waving forlornly among the 
headstones. When the Army marched it moved 
slowly to the ragged, inexpert rhythm of the 
amateur band, and as the ranks thinned year 
after year it became evident that the men 
were not so much pai 


past an observer 
as moving on toward some mystic goal of ful- 
fillment and reunion in which no one else 
could share. 

The life of the Grand Army men became a 
series of sile rewells, of Decoration Day 
observances in the warm May sunlight, of pain- 
fully recited tributes “to our departed com-

rades.”” A haze of unreality lay across the pres- 
ent, and only the faraway past spoke with an 
authentic voice. The men lived in memories 
and yet in a queer way they seemed almost 
to live in the future as well, for implicit in 
all of their observances was some unimagin- 
able get-together over on the other shore, And 
the younger generation, looking on with toler 
ant inattention, began to consider these men 
well-intentioned old bores. 

How could it have been otherwise? These 
old soldier ed under the strangest condi- 
tions men can know. They had reached the 
very pinnacle of human experience before they 
were out of their ‘teens,

No matter what they might do, once they 
left off soldiering to become civilians again, 
nothing could happen to them that would be 
as stirring and as meaningful as what they had 
already had. To a man who has lived through a 
Pickett’s charge—on whichever side of the 
field—anything else is going to be anticlimax. 
These men were set apart not merely from 
their fellows but from life itself by the terrible 
and unforgettable days of their early youth. 

You could see it, in the old days, at any 
meeting of the Grand Army post. There would 
be the aged men—stooped, gray men in moder- 
ate circumstances whose lives for half a cen- 
tury and more had been bounded by the close

limits of the home town or the home county. 
To all appearances they had never been any- 
where, had never done anything. But once, 
long ago, they had been everywhere and had 
done everything, and if they seemed detached 
from most of the things that were going on 
about them it was because their eyes still saw 
things that the other people present had not 
seen and could never quite comprehend. 

They spent all of their adult lives in a pa- 
thetic isolation. As the Army grew older it 
came to seem like a mute and oddly unreach- 
able survival of the olden days, forever passing 
in silent review, forever cut off from real com- 
munication with those who were reviewing it.

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The change came, along toward the very 
end, when the past that spoke through these 
men began to get through to people once more. 
Here, on the 75th anniversary of the great 
battle, almost 2,000 Northern and Southern 
veterans camped once again, as they had 25 
years before (left, below), on the slanting fields 
around the historic little Pennsylvania town, 
shook hands across the chasm of the dead 
years, and for a few days brought back to life 
a little of the history they had made. 

It was about then that the country began to 
realize that it possessed in these old men a 
living tradition that was inexpressibly signifi- 
cant and precious. North and South, they stood 
for something: something more than just the 
memory of far-off battles and youthful valor, 
something that went to the very heart and 
center of the American expe 

This living tradition, obviously, was all- 
inclusive. When the old men in blue and gray 
clasped hands over the low stone wall that 
runs across Gettysburg’s famous high-water- 
mark ridge, they were not simply winner and 
loser exchanging sportsmanlike words after a 
stirring game of tennis. They were men who, 
75 years earlier, had tried their level best to 
kill one another, meeting now in the final twi- 
light with a new perspective on the meaning 
of their old enmity. 

The Grand Army had been wrong, in the 
old bloody shirt days; whatever the high com- 
radeship of the Civil War meant, whatever 
the war itself meant, with all of its heart- 
break and suffering, the United Confederate 
Veterans belonged in it along with the G.A.R. 
They were part of the same tradition. 

Which was the beginning of wisdom. For it 
began to be apparent that something more than 
a romantic swords-and-roses drama lay back of 
these aging veterans. The Civil War had not 
been just an incident. In a compelling way it 
‘was somehow a continuous process, a perma- 
nent possession of the American people, an 
unlimited experience which had added the en- 
lightening and ennobling element of tragedy 
to American life. The heritage that derived 
from it went so far beyond victory or defeat 
that the words ceased to mean anything. Out 
of that gigantic struggle the nation had gained 
a commitment to the future, a commitment 
which made the old lines of sectional antago- 
nism insignificant. 

‘And as the long parade moved on toward 
its end the nature of that commitment began 
to be clear. By fighting the Civil War the nation 
had unconsciously dedicated itself to two lofty, 
almost unattainable ideals: to the notion that 
there must be a unity in human society—that

EDITORIALS 


The State Department's refusal to let 15 American newspaper- 
men accept Red China’s invitation to go there and report 
what they see is a mistake which should not have been made. 
Since it has been made, it should now be quickly corrected. 
The U.S. press quite properly has protested this action, al- 
most with one voice. Herbert Brucker, editor of the Hartford 
Courant and chairman of the freedom of information com- 
mittee of the American Society of Newspaper Editors, rightly 
terms it “a fundamental violation of the principles the gov 
ernment and people of the United States stand for.” 

Secretary Dulles, who made this decision himself, is 


under- 


standably outraged—as are the American people—that the 
Red Chinese still hold Americans in prison despite their prom- 
andably fearful 


ise of a year ago to free them. He is unders 
that Red China’s lifting of its bamboo curtain is just a propa- 
ganda trap, designed to lure unwary U.S. newsmen into put- 
ting a better face on that gangster government by parading 
a few hand-picked showpieces for their benefit. It is the 5 
tary’s job to worry about these things.

Dulles justifies the action by arguing 
tion of Red China makes it impossible for the U.S. to protect 
its nationals who might go there, and that visiting newsmen 
might even be imprisoned like the nationals already held. 


LET'S GET THE NEWS IN RED CHINA 


But Soviet Russia, during long years of nonrecognition, was 
widely covered by American newsmen. As for the question of 
personal danger, newsmen will face’it, as they always have, 
as a constant hazard of their profession. A breed whose men 
have even dropped in wartime behind enemy lines will searce- 
ly quail at the perils of a peacetime visit to an ideological foe. 
Undoubtedly the wily Chinese (Red variety) wish to use the 
correspondents, but the implication that the men invited— 
including top-flight correspondents of international repute— 
might be hoodwinked is an insult to their intelligence and 
ii ity. On top of refusal to validate passports, U. . cons 
suls abroad have also warned newsmen of possible criminal 
prosecutions, fines, and even imprisonment if they try to go 
to Red China without permission. 

It is the job of reporters to go anywhere they can go—even 
to hell if the devil ever opens that for inspection, If that is 
their duty, it is also their responsibility to avoid becoming 
transmission belts for the propaganda of a sworn enemy of 
democracy. But that is the press’s responsibility, not govern- 
ment’s. Since Chinese Communist agents are now tauntin; 
newsmen to prove their mettle by violating the Department’s 
ban. responsible correspondents will not play their game by 
doing so. But the State Department should obey its own truc 
responsibility by removing a prohibition which never should 
have been imposed and which cannot possibly be justified. 


DON’T LET THE DOLDRUMS FOOL YOU 


It is time that someone exploded the myth of “summer d 
drums,” the canard that every right-unthinking American is 
unconscious in a hammock. Consider the unfathomable stir- 
rings of the restless human mind. Is it any less restless in 
summer than in winter? Certainly not. 

Jean Shepherd, an all-night disk jockey (WOR), has been 
spending his hours defending “night people,” who. he argue 
are more ereative than stodgy, schedule-bound “day people. 
He has been propounding the thesis that night people are be- 
ing persecuted by “official, organized, righteous day people” 
who are completely bound by their switchboards and red tape, 
timetables and official lists. 

As an instance of this, Shepherd recently said he had tried 
to buy a copy of an old book only to be told by a da 
book clerk that it did not exist because it was not on his 
official publishers’ list. Shepherd urged the night people to 
retaliate by asking book clerks for a book that was really 
nonexistent and urged them to send in titles for it. Among 
several thousand he finally picked “TI. Libertine,” aseribing it 
to “non-author than” Frederick R. Ewing. for whom he con- 
cocted an impressive career—a former Manchester Guardian 
correspondent, ex-BBC commentator on “Erotica of the 18th 
Century,” and wartime commander of a minesweeper in the 
North Atlantic. So many of Shepherd’s night people began 
asking for this book that day-people clerks began pestering 
salesmen for it, the salesmen in turn pestered their publish- 
ers and finally Publisher Ian Ballantine saw the light of op- 
portunity and is now actually publishing a book to be called 
I, Libertine, by Frederick R. Ewing, with the assistance of 
Jean Shepherd. 

Last week, at the University of Southern California, Dr. 
Sheldon Cherney had just completed an exhaustive analysis 
of the humor content in 254 presidential campaign speeches 
between 1940 and 1952, and concluded that a sense of humor 
helps a candidate. “All the winning candidates in those years 
—Roosevelt, Truman and Eisenhower—used humor frequent- 
ly in their speeches,” wrote Dr. Cherney solemnly. “Even the 


losing eandidates— Willkie and Stevenson—who used humor, 
piled up more votes than Dewey, who used little humor.” It 
may be that “humor has stymied some political careers,” Cher= 
ney adds, but “perhaps those candidates used the wrong type 
of humor, or on the wrong occasion.” 

At Harvard another tireless researcher, Dr. Roger Brown, 
has been worrying over an even tougher problem: do words 
have a tendency to sound like their meanings? Specifically he 
wondered if Harvard students who spoke no Chinese could 
choose from the words ch’ing and ch’ung which one meant 
“light” and which one “heavy.” To his delight, testing 80 
student guinea pigs, he found that 93% could pick ch 
for “light.” He then tested them on various sets of anto- 
nyms—like the words for “beautiful” and “ugly’’-—in Chi- 
nese, Czech and Hindi (i.e., was Chinese for “beautiful” mei 
‘ou? The Czech krasa or osklivost? The Hindi 
khubsurat or badsurat?). He found out that 60% could get 
these right. To find out if the same sounds mean the same 
things to all men, Dr. Brown asked 20 Boston Chinese who 
could not speak English to try the same game with word 
pairs in English, Czech and Hindi. A majority of them con- 
sistently guessed the same way, but the guesses tended to 
be wrong. Dr. Brown concluded rather sadly, “There is prob- 
ably little correlation, among all cultures, between sounds 
and meanings.” 

Nevertheless, the Arizona Lath and Plaster Institute found 
an unhappy correlation in the sound of “plastered” when 
used to mean “lit,” and urged Roget’s Thesaurus to delete 
this particular synonym. “You don’t say a person is shin- 
gled, painted or landscaped when he is drunk,” the message 
complained. 

Amid all such stirrings no one showed quite as much crea- 
tive imagination as did William Yarnall, an insurance broker 
(and day person to boot) of Saddle River, N.J. who, being 
willed an unspecified “automobile” by a millionaire neighbor, 
billed the estate for an $18,700 British Bentley. Obviously

IN 1860 history was about to tap Ulysses Grant for a mighty big job. 


He didn’t seem to be the right man at all. He'd never had much luck 


with jobs, though he had tried half a dozen. 

The important thing was this: he never gave up and he never whined. 
Grant’s whole early life trained him in the tough business of hanging on 
when all seemed black and hopeless.

After Appomattox they sent him to the White House. He had his troubles, 
both there and afterwards. But he met them all without flinching 
or side-stepping. 


When cancer put a term to his life, he was nearly pennil 
In order to provide for his family and despite almost constant suffering, 
he wrote his memoirs, racing death to the last word. 


In this as in all things, Grant never admitted defeat. And at last he won, 
most gloriously.

After half a century, pictures testify 
against claim he climbed Mt. McKinley

This summer, drawn by something that happened half a century ago, two 
groups of people met by sheer coincidence at the highest mountain in 
North America. One was led by Bradford Washburn, director of Boston’s 
Museum of Science and one of America’s most distinguished mountain- 
eers. The other was headed by Walter Gonnason, a mining engineer with 
a penchant for climbing mountains. The two parties had come for directly 
opposite reasons: the latter to defend, the former to expose, a man who 
has gone down in history as a great American hoaxer. 

In 1906 Dr. Frederick Cook, an experienced and reputable explorer, 
came out of Alaska announcing that he had climbed to the summit of 
Mt. McKinley, the first man ever to surmount that 20,270-foot peak. As 
proof he produced photographs which he said were of McKinley’s slopes, 
ridges and summit. Even as his feat was being acclaimed, it was also 
being challenged by Alaskan mountaineers. It was in fact disclaimed by 
the man who had accompanied Cook on the climb. 

But Dr. Cook was a man of charm and persuasion. In the face of in- 
creasing belief that he had perpetrated a hoax, many continued to trust 
him through the years—even after his greater claim, the discovery of the 
North Pole, had been discredited. Then last year Washburn, whose own 
expeditions to McKinley are notable achievements in U.S. exploration, 
decided to go back and systematically investigate Cook’s photographs. He 
started with clues discovered by Belmore Browne, Cook’s artist companion 
onan carlier McKinley survey. Browne had spotted alow spire 19 miles 
from McKinley's summit which looked suspiciously like the place Cook 
had photographed as the summit. Exploring, Washburn found lowland 
peaks which gave conclusive testimony.

A SHORT-TERM HERO, 
YEARS UNDER A CLOUD 


Fifteen yearsbeforetheMt. McKinley climb, Frederick Cook, 
fresh out of medical school, had joined Commander Robert 
Peary on an Arctic expedition and won his praise as “a 
helpful and indefatigable worker.” In 1897 he went to the 
Antarctic with an expedition, one of whose officers was 
Roald Amundsen, later discoverer of the South Pole. “His 
ingenuity and enterprise were boundless,” said Amundsen 
of Cook. ‘The success of the expedition was due to him.” 

In 1907, in the midst of the controversy over Mt. McKin- 
ley, Cook suddenly vanished into the Arctic. Two years 
later he reappeared with the electrifying news that he 
had found the North Pole. In an instant he became a 
world hero. When he landed in Denmark the crown prince 
walked arm in arm with him down the gangplank. He 
was royally feted and showered with medal 

Cook’s triumph was unchallenged for five days. Then 
Commander Peary, back from his own expedition, an- 
nounced that he, not Cook, had discovered the pole. 
“Cook,” he declared, ‘‘has simply handed the public a 
gold brick.” The rival claims were analyzed. Cook, who 
said he had found land and lots of polar game near the 
pole, was branded as an impostor. 

Cook faded from sight but bounced back once again into 
notoriety. In 1923 he was convicted of using the mails to 
sell fraudulent oil stock and spent five years in Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary. Ironically, some of the land he pro- 
moted actually produced oil later on. In 1940 he was finally 
pardoned by President Roosevelt and died soon afterward.

WHY MINISTERS 
ARE BREAKING DOWN 


Too much work at too many kinds of jobs makes clergyman’s role ‘impossible’ 


by THE REVEREND WESLEY SHRADER 


N the carly part of last year I was asked to help a 33-year-old 
Virginia minister who had recently been discharged from a men- 
tal institution after a confinement of several months. At the same 
time I learned that one of the outstanding ministers in New York City 
had been forced to seek psychiatric help and to take a six-month rest. 
‘These two men held strikingly different positions in the church. 
The young Virginia minister, who was well educated and exceedingly 
capable, had a congregation of 800 members in a city of less than 
30,000. Before his illness he seemed destined for an outstanding 
career. The famous New York minister, on the other hand, had already 
arrived. A man of middle age, he had won honor, prestige and acclaim. 
These two men of the high calling, though separated by age, geog- 
raphy, financial resources and worldly recognition, had one thing in 
common: they were both victims of emotional breakdowns. In recent 
months, case after case of this kind has come to my attention:

Mental and 
emotional breakdowns among our ministers, re- 
gardless of denomination or position, are occur- 
ring in increasingly larger numbers every year.

‘Though large numbers 
of our parish ministers 
are cracking up, the prob- 
lem is almost never dis- 
cussed, the public almost 
never hears about it and 
the church itself is loath 
to acknowledge the dan- 
ger. Ministers are willing 
to discuss mental health 
and peace of mind from 
their pulpits or in the 
lecture room, but when 
a minister has a break- 
down, the clergy is silent. 

‘The reason is that most 
people—clergy 
laymen alike—think that 
a minister of the gospel, a man of faith, a man 
of God, should be immune from breakdowns. 
When the dreadful thing happens, eyebrows are 
ised. If he were really a man of faith, would 
he have cracked up? Unspoken but nonetheless 
understood is the stic challenge. “Minister, 
ave thyself.”

ters are not lacking in sincerity 
or genuineness of faith. They are not guilty of 
preaching one thing and practicing another. No- 
where is there to be found a body of men so dedi- 
cated to their calling. In theological training, in 
preaching skill, in genuineness of faith this gener- 
ation of U.S. ministers will equal or surpass that 
of any other day. 

Yet breakdowns among ministers have be 
so numerous that in some areas congregations 
have begun to require prospective ministers to 
submit to psychiatric examinations. Needless to 
say, most ministers resent this direct questioning 
of their stability. But I have observed that some 
of those who protest are the same church leaders 
who. a few years ago, argued for thorough: psychi- 
atric examinations of candidates for foreign mis- 
o service. The incidence of breakdown among 
missionaries had become so great that today most 
mission applicants in the larger denominations 
must undergo some sort of psychological test 

It might be thought that financial insecurity is 
responsible for many of the stresses that our min- 
isters are suffering. It is true that in every section 
of the country many ministers are shamefully 
is not the whole answer. In the 
place, the national level of ministers’ incomes 
has risen in recent years; now it easily exceeds 
that of schoolteachers. It is not unusual these 
days for a young minister to start in his first parish 
with a salary of $4,500 a year plus a rent-free 
house. This does not represent a fabulous income, 
but it is more than many other white-collar work- 
ers make. In the second place, if financial trouble 
were a major cause of breakdown, there would 
be proportionately more victims among the lower- 
paid ministers. Actually the incidence of break- 
down is exactly the same in all income brackets.

The explanation lies elsewhere. It lies pr 
pally in the fact that the minister's role,

So long as lay peo- 
ple keep demanding more of their ministers than 
they can deliver, ministers a ing to continue to 
break down regardless of their mental and emo- 
tional health at the beginning of their pastorate: 

The men who make the 
best impressions on their 
new congregations are 
the hard, conscientious 
workers determined to 
fulfill all of their oblig 
tions, It is these same 
men, so often superior 
in every way, who suffer 
the breakdowns. Minis- 
ters who become con- 
vineed, early in their ca- 
reers, that the job simply 
cannot be done, and who 
t in the boat with oars 
idle, permitting the cur- 
rent to take them whither 
it will, are obviously less 
prone to nervous disor- 
ders. But the mini: 
who accepts the impos- 
sible task committed to 
him by his congregation, 
and who throws himself 
into his work with the 
firm conviction that with patience, determination 
and long hours the job can be done, is the man 
most eligible for a breakdown, 

Such a minister knows that his people expect 
him to fulfill their unrealistic expectations. He 
tries, but he fails. Again he tries and again he fails, 
Fear of failure (America’s unpardonable sin) grips 
him; a sense of frustration gnaws at him; guilt 
plagues him because he has not done the job. He is 
aughi and broken. That is the eycle: fear, frustra- 
tion and guilt.

is quite revealing. Although concerned about the 
health of their minister, they are embarrassed 
when a breakdown occurs, interpreting it as a re- 
flection upon them and their church. Actually 
they have not the faintest idea why it occurs, Be- 
ing unaware of the causes, they are unwilling and 
unable to assume responsibility for it. This is the 
blunt fact that must be made clear: the condition 
cannot begin to be corrected until the churchgoing 
people who have created the problem are brought 
face to face with it, They must understand—and 
alter=the role that they have created in our 
present era for their ministers. 


Two ideas of the job 


D: SaMveL Buizzanp, a sociologist at Pennsyl- 
vania State University and now a visiting 
professor at Union Theological Seminary in New 
York, has analyzed this role in an article written for 
The Christian Century. Dr. Blizzard is conducting 
a survey of 690 American Protestant ministers to 
determine two important points: first, the role that 
lay people expect of their ministers, and second, 
the role that ministers expect of themselves, “The 
new American culture.” writes Dr. Blizzard, “has 
resulted in a change in what people expect of the 
minister. In the past, the parish clergyman has 
performed his functions as a general practitioner. 
Now, increasingly, he is expected to be a special- 
ist.” And he is expected to be a specialist not in 
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one or two but in six separate roles: administrator, organizer, 
pastor, preacher, priest, teacher. 

As administrator he is responsible not only for the church’s 
financial upkeep and physical maintenance, but must act as general 
overseer of all those connected with its work. As organizer he must 
provide the spark for church societies, fund-raising drives and 
special events. As pastor he looks out for the spiritual welfare of his 
flock, watchful for any individual who needs his help. As preacher 
his sermons give constant guidance in the relation of God to man, 
and as priest he administers the sacraments 
and conducts weddings and funerals. As 
teacher he must direct the church’s entire 
religious educational program. 

More important even than this 
human requirement of six specialties 
fact that ministers and their congregatic 
are in wide disagreement as to the relative 
importance of the specialties. Today's con- 
‘gations, Dr. Blizzard has found, place 
the highest value upon the minister's roles 
as administrator and 0 izer. Thi ‘gard 
less highly the roles of preacher, teacher 
and priest.

Dr. Das Kellay Barnett, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Christian Ethics at The Episcopal Theological Seminary 
of the Southwest in Austin, Texas says, “Wherever there is a 
nflict in role expectancy, as there now exists between the clers:

Given his multiple roles, given the wishes of his congregation 
and his own concept of duty, the conscientious minister tries to 
fulfill all his obligations. But the time factor makes his burden 
intolerable. Dr. Blizzard's survey reveals that the average urban 
minister works 10 hours and 32 minutes every day, seven days 
eek. From the standpoint of time alone, this is an enormous strain,

“I thought I had 30 minutes’ 


TER writing the promised article and making the nec- 
telephone calls, I began the preparation for next week’s 
t 10 a.m. I was scheduled to attend the meeting of the 
program committee of the Ministerial Association, of which I am 
chairman. I had exactly 30 minutes to work on the radio talks 
—at least I thought I had 30 minutes. Just as I got started, 
my secretary informed me that the mother of the president of the 
Women’s Auxiliary had passed away and that I was wanted at 
once. I went to the home of my member who lived five miles from 
the church. I offered a prayer, spoke words of comfort and reas- 
surance to the bereaved and helped make plans for the funeral. I 
will conduct the funeral Saturday afternoon at 3 p.m. I had prom- 
ised my wife and children that we would go on a picnic Saturda 
afternoon, but as you know, death takes precedence over every 
thing else that is on a minister’s schedule. 

“T missed the meeting of the program committee of the Min- 
isterial Association, but at 12:30 I attended a luncheon meeting 
of the Women’s Auxiliary, after which I spoke briefly to a mis- 
sion study class. 

“At 2 I performed a wedding ceremony. It was a small, informal 
wedding and it was held in my study. I regret that I did not have 
time to counsel with the young couple before the wedding. I keep 
telling myself that a minister should give more time to the young 
people whose wedding ceremony he performs. Perhaps I will get 
myself better organized in the future and be able to do this. 

“At 3 p.m. I began the rounds of the hospitals. The hospitals 
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are located in different sections of the city so it takes considerable 
time to get from one to another. However, I made the rounds and 
visited all of the patients before 6 p.m. I did not get home for din- 
ner but went from the hospital directly to church. A supper meet- 
ing of the Men’s Bible Class was being held and I had been request- 
ed to give the invocation. The class meeting was over at 7:30. At 
8 an important meeting of the Every Member Canvas Committee 
(pledge raising) was held. I was on hand to make suggestions and 
boost the committee’s morale. The meeting did not last long. I was 
home by 9:30.” 

Thus the minister described simply and without a trace of self- 
pity a 13-hour work day. If he had chosen Wednesday, or any 
other day of the week, the organizational meetings and emergency 
calls would have varied, but the demands on his time and energy 
would have been the same. 

He told me he no longer attempted to take a day off. His was now 
a seven-day-a-week job. I asked him about his schedule for the 
afternoon of that very day. Among other things, he was to con- 
duct a devotional service at a home for unmarried mothers, was to 
see one of his members who had got in trouble and was now being 
held in jail, and had a list of seven new families, all of whom he 
intended to visit before 9 that night. 

To the layman who thinks of his minister as a man who works 
hard on Sundays but does not have much to do during the rest of 
the week, such a schedule may come as a surprise, but it would 
not surprise any conscientious minister in the country. For this is 
the way of life that church congregations have decreed for the men 
who serve them. 

At no time in our nation’s history has spiritual guidance been 
so urgently needed and so sincerely desired by the great masses of 
people. ‘The health of our ministers, our spiritual leaders, is of 
vital concern to us all. What can be done to protect them from 
the tremendous strain imposed on them? 

Let no one be foolish enough to give a quick and easy reply. 
The complications are many and the roots are deep. ‘The ten- 
sions between congregations and their ministers, arising out of 
today’s impossible ministerial role, are not going to be resolved 
without honest appraisal on the part of the clergy and cooperative 
effort on the part of the lay ree 


Diagnosis and remedies 


HERE are specific things that can be done. The National Coun- 

il of Churches, or some other responsible religious body, 
should carefully study the research report on the ministry now 
being compiled by Dr. Blizzard and his committee. Following the 
study of this report, the important question should then be asked, 
"What are these impos tle demands doing to the mental and 
emotional health of America’s clergymen?” A representative com- 
mittee composed of prominent psychiatrists, educators and church 
leaders should immediately begin a nationwide survey to answer 
the question. And the complete findings of this committee should 
be made public, for the first step in the solution of any problem 
is to admit frankly that the problem exists. 

In the meantime, local congregations can adopt certain practi- 
cal measures. For one thing, the size of church membership could 
be controlled in relation to the ministerial staff. No one pastor 
can minister properly to a church with a membership of more 
than 500. Besides, when the membership is small, the congrega 
tion has a tendency to become a more genuine fellowship. The 
people know each other. They know their minister and he knows 
them. He can come nearer to fulfilling their expectations. When it 
is not feasible to hold down the size of the membershi ditional 
full-time ministers should be added to the church staff. One min- 
ister to each 500 members would be a sensible ratio. 

When a local church adopts the multiple-minister system, the 
official board of that church must clearly define the separate roles 
that are to be performed by each of the various ministers. Unless 
the responsibilities are carefully delineated, confusion will be com- 
pounded and more serious problems will develop. Richard Niebuhr, 
in his important new book, The Purpose of the Church and It 
Ministry, refers to today’s clergymen as “The Perplexed Profes 
sion.” In a section dealing with the confusion now existing in 
the ministry, he writes, “Neither ministers nor the schools that 
nurture them are guided today by a clear-cut, generally accepted 
conception of the “office of the ministry The evidence that 
perplexity and vagueness continue to afflict thought about the min- 
y is to be found today in the theological schools and among 
ministers themselves. Some schools and some pastors are highly 
conscious of the problem; others are in a more difficult state 
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because they have not realized the source of their perplexities.” 

In an attempt to clarify the work of the minister, a number of 
large churches have eliminated the “senior-minister—assistant- 
minister” arrangement and have made each member of the staff 
the minister in his own area of responsibility. Such a church, in- 
stead of having one senior minister with a half dozen assistants, 
will have a Minister of Preaching and Teaching, a Minister of Coun- 
seling and Pastoral Care, a Minister of Christian Education, a Min- 
ister of Church Administration. In the old arrangement the senior 
minister, who is usually the “preaching minister,” invariably finds 
that his organizational and administrative duties are multiplied 
when he is given assistants who are directly responsible to him for 
their programs and decisions. But in the new arrangement each 
minister is in complete charge of his own work and is responsible 
to the same board of authority representing the congregation (the 
elders, deacons, vestry or directors), Though this is not a perfect 
ministerial staff plan it has a number of features to commend it, 
not the least being the possibility of making the minister’s weekly 
schedule more reasonable. 


Each rector to his own realm 


HE multiple-minister arrangement also reduces the conflict 

between congregations and ministers. If a minister is called to 
a church as the Minister of Preaching and Teaching, his duties can 
be accurately defined. From the beginning the congregation and 
minister can haye a clear basis of understanding and agreement. 
The minister knows in advance what is expected of him and the con- 
gregation will not impose new burdens on him. The same is true 
for the man who is called as Minister of Counseling or Minister 
of Administration. Each will know precisely the area of church life 
for which he is responsible. 

More is needed than new procedures for church administration, 
helpful though these may be. Lay people, no matter how devout- 
ly Christian, have unwittingly created today’s tragic situation 
through their ignorance of the complex work of the modern min- 
ister. Only when these people know the nature of the problem will 
there be any progress toward a solution. 

In addition to learning what is happening to the ministry in gen- 
eral, laymen would do well to approach their own ministers with 
less criticism and more understanding. They can ease the ten- 
sion by ceasing to demand the impossible of their spiritual leaders. 

Church members must recognize that though their ministers 


are men of great faith, they are not immune from the physical, 
mental and emotional illnesses that are the burden of all mankind. 


Though the ministers are men of God, they are also men of flesh.
